Though knowing he 
past notorious history, resistcnce 
in vain; he struggled like tbe doome 
traveler across the treacherous Solwa 
sands. Each step he took to free him 
self involved to him deeper, certai 
ruin and death. 
Tbe sun bad hurried down tbe west,

REGISTRY BY CARRIERS. 


The Piblfc Adriseb to Use the Systew for 


Valuable Letters. 


Mr. H. M. Bacon, assistant superin- 


tendent of tbe registry system of the 
postoffice department, was in Coshoc- 
ton Friday on a tour of inspection, 
representing the third assistant post- 
master general. 
Mr. Bacon is a thorough registry 


man and an enthusiast in bringing the 
system up to the highest possible de- 
gree of perfection. 
It is the desire of the postoffice de- 


partment that the public make more 
use of the registry system for their 
valuable letters, and packages. The 
system has been extended so that out 
going letters can be registered with 
carriers, including the rural carriers, 
and the public is especially requested 
to use this service for all letters con- 
taining money or articles of value. 
Some idea of the safety of the regis- 
try system may be had from the fact 
that of 19 million pieces of registered 
mail carried last year the losses were 
less than 1-30CD of one per cent.

Maciay. the historian, who is a 
navy department clerk, classed as a 
laborer and attached to the Brooklyn 
navy yard, says that proofs of this 
third volume, which should have told 
thfe most glorious story in all our 
maval annals, where submitted to Sec- 
retary Long and Admiral Sampson 
ami approved by them in advance of 
the publication; also that Long put 
him In hU present position after he 
had read and approved this scurrilous 
attack upon Admiral Schley. 
These 


proofs were also submitted to-Admiral 
Dewey. who refused to read them. If 
aagbt were needed to convince any 
fair-minded man that a cliqu<- in the 
navy department has conspired to tra- 
duce the Lero of Santiago and that 
the conspiracy was carried into execu- 
tion while that brave and gallant offi- 
cer was suffering expatriation on the 
fever-infested coasts of South Amer- 
ica, this should furnish it. Will you. 
Mr. President, in view of all this, sit 
quietly by and permit these conspira- 
tors to continue their diabolical work? 
Every justice-IovingAmerican appeals 
to you to intervene in the name and 
for the sake of fair play. Next to 
being right all the time, what human 
ever was, it is best to find out as soon 


possible that you are wrong, and 


right yourself immediately." 


Maclay's* Version. 


New York. July 20.—Edgar S. Ca- 


clay has replied to the criticism en 
his historical works dealing with Ad- 
miral Schley and the navy during th» 
Spanish war. He said in part: "I did 
not appreciate at the time I wrote the 
book that the terms were Immoderate 
and intemperate. It Is only recently 
that it has met with adverse criticism. 
It is now my intention to revise that 
portion of the work that deals with the 
battle of Santiago. 
But I shall not 


alter the facts, for they are correct 
I must first be assured that they are 
tn error. The proofs were submitted 
to the officers who took part in the 
battle of Santiago as well as to Secre- 
tary Long, and received their ap- 
proval. I should explain that only 
those portions of the book were sub- 
mitted to each officer that related to 
him personally or to the part he t«xk 
in the battle. The proofs submitted 
to Mr. Long dealt with that part of 
the war that concerned him. I have 
never had any animus against Admi- 
ral Schley and I wrote as I did be- 
cause I believed it to be the truth." 


Long Inhibits the Screed.

decided by Secretary Long the third 
volume of Maclay's history of the 
American-Spanish war shall not be 
used as a text book at the naval acad- 
emy unless the obnoxious language it 
ccataias characterizing the action of 
Xear Admiral Schley is eliminated. 
The secretary says he never saw the 
account of the battle of Santiago and 
the criticisms of Rear Admiral Schley 
until after the book was published.

Lake Erie railroad was returning 
aome from work when tbe storm came 
up. The men left the railroad track 
and hastened to a deserted house at 
the Pinchalong mine for shelter. 
Hardly had they reached the plac« 
when lightning struck the house. 


Luther Campbell, foreman of the 


srew, and Howard Cornelius, one of 
the section men, were struck by one 
bolt and instantly killed. Campbell 
did not even have a mark showing 
where the lightning struck him, but 
Cornelius was horribly burned. Lin 
Covert, Edward Hosack and Oscar 
Covert were also shocked and ren- 
dered unconscious for several hours 
from the same Sash, and all are in a 
critical condition and may die. 


During the storm a house occupied 


by Italians who are working on the 
new railroad a few miles south of this 
place was struck. There were several 
men crowded into" the little cabin, 
afraid to work or even speak while 
the storm was raging. This house 
was struck and almost totally destroy- 
ed. Dareaska and Zaccagia were in- 
stantly killed and several of their 
companions were severely shocked, 
one or two of whom may die- 


Much other damage was done in 


this region by the storm, which is said 
to have been one of the most terrible 
electrical displays ever witnessed in 
this section of Pennsylvania- 


Drouth In England Broken. 


London. July 20.—Terrific thunder- 


storms over the northern parts of Eng- 
land presage a break-up of the heat 
wave.

In Shields several houses 
were struck by lightning and the 
streets were impassable for hours. In 
Sunderiand fires were kindled by 
lightning in two places.

House, the residence of Samuel Sto- 
rey, Li Berwickshire, was In the path 
of a violent hailstorm. Stones an 
inch In diameter broke windowpanes 
and wrecked the greenhouses. Crops 
and orchards were badly damaged.

rains are reported from many parts of 
Texas. \Thile the rain is not general, 
nearly all sections of the state have 
been reached and a large portion of 
the cotton has been soaked. The re- 
ports from Denton. Fort AVor^n and 
Vernon, in northern Texas, say the 
downpour covered a wide area in the 
vicinity of those towns. There Is ; till 
a considerable part of cent.nl <rexas 
suffering to some extent, but late re- 
ports indicate relief soon. 


Fishing With Shovels. 


Lincoln, Neb., July 20.—The temper- 


ature was 101 again Friday. 
There 


was no rain in the state. The Platte 
river is very low, in places entirely 
dry. and fish have taken refuge ia 
shallow pools, -where they are scooped 
out with ordinary shovels.
